(e) a cryogenic tank semi-trailer; or 

(f) a tag-axle tank semi-trailer. 


(6) Effective January 1, 2011, 4,500 kilograms shall be sub- 
tracted when the combination of vehicles includes a single semi- 
trailer that is a triaxle semi-trailer unless it is a self-steer triaxle 
semi-trailer or any type of tank semi-trailer.

CONSUMER PROTECTION 


Definition of consumer 

1. The amount of electricity referred to in clause (a) of the defi- 
nition of “consumer” in section 88.1 of the Act is 150,000 kilowatt 
hours. 


Unfair practices 

2. (1) The following acts or omissions of a retailer of electricity 
or gas marketer are unfair practices for the purposes of Part V.1 of 
the Act: 
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1. Making any false, misleading or deceptive statement to the 
public or to any consumer, including but not limited to a 
false, misleading or deceptive statement relating to the fol- 
lowing: 


i. The terms and conditions of any contract. 


ii. The quality or other characteristics of any electricity or 
gas provided by any retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter. 


iii. The status of any retailer of electricity or gas marketer or 
the business relationship, affiliation or connection 
between any retailer of electricity or gas marketer and 
any other person. 


iv. Benefits to the consumer arising from the status of any 
retailer of electricity or gas marketer or the business rela- 
tionship, affiliation or connection between any retailer of 
electricity or gas marketer and any other person. 


v. The rate for the distribution of electricity or gas or the 
total price of electricity or gas. 


vi. The difference between any price charged for the provi- 
sion of electricity or gas by any retailer of electricity or 
gas marketer, including a distributor, and any price 
charged by any other retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter, including a distributor. 


vii. The amount of money to be saved by a consumer, 
expressed in any manner, if a consumer chooses one 
retailer of electricity or gas marketer, including a 
distributor, over any other entity selling electricity or gas. 


viii. The period of time during which a consumer may enter 
into a contract for the provision of electricity or gas at a 
specified price. 


ix. The consequences if the consumer does not enter into or 
reaffirm a contract with the retailer of electricity or gas 
marketer. 


2. Failing to disclose information about the products, services, 
or business of a retailer of electricity or a gas marketer, if, 


i. the failure has the effect of deceiving or misleading a 
consumer, or 


ii. the retailer of electricity or gas marketer knows or ought 
to know that the failure has the capacity or tendency to 
deceive or mislead a consumer. 


3. Asking a distributor to provide electricity or gas under a 
contract between a consumer and the retailer of electricity or 
gas marketer, if the contract is not signed by the consumer or 
is otherwise not valid. 


4. Failing to comply with the Fair Marketing Practices set out in 
the Electricity Retailer Code of Conduct or the Code of Con- 
duct for Gas Marketers approved by the Board. 


5. Ifa person acting on behalf of the retailer of electricity or gas 
marketer negotiates or concludes a contract in person with 
another person at a direct sales location, 


i. failing, at the time of negotiating or concluding the con- 
tract, to give the other person a written copy of any 
document that is presented to the other person and is 
signed by the other person, 


ii. failing, at the time of negotiating or concluding the con- 
tract, to give the other person a written copy of any 
document that is presented to the other person but is not 
signed by the other person, if the other person requests a 
copy, or 
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lili. on or after August 1, 2002, failing, at the time of negoti- 
ating or concluding the contract, to give the other person 
a business card that, 


A. identifies the person acting on behalf of the retailer 
of electricity or gas marketer, 


B. identifies the retailer of electricity or gas marketer, 


C. includes the number of the electricity retailer’s 
licence or gas marketer’s licence issued under the 
Act to the retailer of electricity or gas marketer, and 


D. includes the telephone number of the retailer of 
electricity or gas marketer. 


6. Despite the terms of any contract, amending any term of a 
contract for the provision of electricity or gas to a consumer 
without the express written consent of the consumer given 
not more than one month before the amendment is made. 


7. Any act or omission that is an unfair practice under the Busi- 
ness Practices Act. 


(2) In paragraph 5 of subsection (1), 
“direct sales location” means any place other than, 


(a) the place of business of the retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter, 


(b) a market place, 

(c) an auction, 

(d) a trade fair, 

(e) an agricultural fair, or 
(f) an exhibition. 


Written copy of contract 

3. For the purpose of section 88.9 of the Act, the written copy of 
the contract shall be delivered to the consumer within 40 days after 
the consumer signs the contract. 


Reaffirming or not reaffirming contracts 

4. (1) Subject to subsection (3), for the purpose of section 88.9 
of the Act, a consumer may reaffirm a contract or give notice to not 
reaffirm a contract by giving written notice to the retailer of electric- 
ity or gas marketer by any means that indicates an intention of the 
consumer to reaffirm the contract or to not reaffirm the contract, as 
the case may be. 


(2) Where notice is given under subsection (1) other than by 
personal service, it shall be deemed to have been given when sent. 


(3) Despite the Electronic Commerce Act, 2000, notice under 
subsection (1) may not be given by telephone unless a voice 
recording of the telephone notice is made and, on request, is given 
to the consumer. 


Date for contract to cease to have effect 
5. (1) If clause 88.9 (10) (a) of the Act applies to a contract, the 
41st day after the consumer signs the contract is prescribed, 


(a) for the purpose of subsection 88.9 (10) of the Act, as the day 
the contract ceases to have effect; and 


(b) for the purpose of subsection 88.9 (13) of the Act, as the day 
the consumer has no further obligations. 


(2) If clause 88.9 (10) (b) or (c) of the Act applies to a contract, 
the 31st day following the day on which the written copy of the 
contract was delivered to the consumer is prescribed, 
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(a) for the purpose of subsection 88.9 (10) of the Act, as the day 
the contract ceases to have effect; and 


(b) for the purpose of subsection 88.9 (13) of the Act, as the day 
the consumer has no further obligations. 


Renewals and extensions of contracts 
6. (1) For the purpose of subsection 88.9 (8) of the Act, a con- 
tract may be renewed or extended only if, 


(a) the contract contains the same information that subsection 
88.10 (1) of the Act would require in a contract that is 
entered into on the day the retailer of electricity or gas 
marketer complies with paragraph 1 of subsection (2); 


(b) the contract is renewed or extended without any changes, 
other than changes to the term of the contract and the price 
for the provision of electricity or gas; and 


(c) the contract is renewed or extended in accordance with sub- 
section (2). 


(2) The following rules apply to the renewal or extension of a 
contract: 


1. The retailer of electricity or gas marketer must give the con- 
sumer written notice of the changes to the contract, a copy of 
the original contract and an renewal or extension form. 


2. The renewal or extension form must clearly indicate, in not 
less than 12 point type, 


i. that the purpose of the form is to renew or extend the 
contract, 


ii. that the retailer of electricity or gas marketer is offering 
to renew or extend the contract without any changes, 
other than changes described on the form, in not less than 
12 point type, to the term of the contract and the price for 
the provision of electricity or gas, 


iii. that the contract will only be renewed or extended if the 
consumer accepts the renewal or extension by giving 
written notice to the retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter, and 


iv. even if the consumer accepts the renewal or extension, 
the contract will not be renewed or extended if, not later 
than 14 days after giving the notice of acceptance, the 
consumer retracts the acceptance by giving written notice 
of the retraction to the retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter. 


3. If the current term of the contract expires less than 60 days 
after this section comes into force, the material referred to in 
paragraph 1 must be given to the consumer not more than 
120 days before the current term of the contract expires. 


4. If the current term of the contract expires 60 days or more 
after this section comes into force, the material referred to in 
paragraph | must be given to the consumer not less than 60 
and not more than 120 days before the current term of the 
contract expires. 


5. The consumer may accept the renewal or extension of the 
contract with the changes described on the renewal or exten- 
sion form only by giving written notice to the retailer of elec- 
tricity or gas marketer that indicates an intention of the con- 
sumer to accept the renewal or extension. 


6. Not later than 14 days after giving notice under paragraph 5, 
the consumer may retract the acceptance by giving written 
notice to the retailer of electricity or gas marketer that indi- 
cates an intention of the consumer to retract the acceptance. 
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7. The renewal or extension only takes effect if the consumer 
accepts the renewal or extension under paragraph 5 and, on 
the 15th day after giving notice under paragraph 5, the con- 
sumer has not retracted the acceptance under paragraph 6. 


(3) Subject to subsection (5), notice under paragraph 5 or 6 of 
subsection (2) may be given by any means. 


(4) Where notice is given under paragraph 5 or 6 of subsection 
(2) other than by personal service, it shall be deemed to have been 


given when sent. 


(5) Despite the Electronic Commerce Act, 2000, notice under 
paragraph 5 or 6 of subsection (2) may not be given by telephone 
unless a voice recording of the telephone notice is made and, on 
request, is given to the consumer. 


(6) Nothing in this section prevents a new contract from being 
entered into in accordance with the Act. 


Information to be included in contracts 


7. (1) For the purpose of clause 88.10 (1) (a) of the Act, a con- 
tract must contain the following information: 


1. The consumer’s name and address. 


2. The name, business address, telephone number and, if any, 
fax number, website address, e-mail address and toll-free 
telephone number of the retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter. 


3. The number of the electricity retailer’s licence or gas mar- 
keter’s licence issued under the Act to the retailer of electric- 
ity or gas marketer. 


4. The name of the person who signed the contract on behalf of 
the retailer of electricity or gas marketer. 


5. The date on which the parties to the contract entered into it. 


6. The date that the provision of electricity or gas is intended to 
start under the contract and a description of any circum- 
stances that may prevent electricity or gas from being pro- 
vided on that date. 


7. A statement, in not less than 12 point bold type, that the con- 
tract ceases to have effect unless the retailer of electricity or 
gas marketer delivers a written copy of the contract to the 
consumer within 40 days after the consumer signs the con- 
tract. 


8. A statement, in not less than 12 point bold type, that the 
contract ceases to have effect unless it is reaffirmed by the 
consumer in accordance with section 88.9 of the Ontario 
Energy Board Act, 1998 before the 31st day following the 
day on which the written copy of the contract is delivered to 
the consumer. 


9. A statement, in not less than 12 point bold type, that the 
consumer has the right set out in subsection 88.10 (2) of the 
Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998 to cancel the contract within 
one year of entering into the contract if the contract does not 
meet the requirements referred to in subsection 88.10 (1) of 
the Act. 


10. The heading “Consumer’s Rights” in not less than 12 point 
bold underlined type preceding the statements described in 
paragraphs 7, 8 and 9. 


11. A statement that the consumer is contracting with a retailer of 
electricity or gas marketer, not the consumer’s local electric- 
ity distributor or local gas distributor. 


12. A statement of the price to be paid under the contract for the 
provision of electricity or gas that, 
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i. expresses the price for electricity per kilowatt hour of 
electricity, if the contract provides for the provision of 
electricity, or 


ii. expresses the price for gas per cubic metre of gas, if the 
contract provides for the provision of gas. 


13. The terms of payment that the contract requires, including the 
terms relating to any deposit, any late payment charges and 
any other charges or penalties payable under the contract. 


14. A statement that the price for the provision of electricity or 
gas set out in the contract is the price for electricity or gas 
only and does not include regulated transmission, distribution 
and other charges that will be charged by the consumer’s 
local electricity distributor or local gas distributor. 


15. The circumstances in which the contract may be terminated 
by the consumer or by the retailer of electricity or gas mar- 
keter, and the address or fax number to which a consumer 
may send a notice of termination. 


16. Whether or not the contract may be assigned by the retailer of 
electricity or gas marketer, and any terms or conditions relat- 
ing to such an assignment. 


17. Whether or not the contract applies only to specified prem- 
ises and any terms or conditions relating to making the con- 
tract applicable to other premises. 


18. If a contract for the provision of electricity contains a term 
assigning a rebate to which the consumer is entitled to 
another person, a statement in not less than 12 point bold 
type informing the consumer that the consumer will not 
receive the rebate. 


19. A description of how to make a complaint to or ask a ques- 
tion of the retailer of electricity or gas marketer. 


20. A description of how to contact the Ontario Energy Board’s 
Customer Service Centre. 


21. The signatures of the parties to the contract. 


(2) The information required by subsection (1) shall be contained 
in the contract in not less than 10 point type, unless subsection (1) 
provides otherwise. 


(3) In the event of a conflict, this section prevails over any code 
governing the conduct of a retailer of electricity made by the Board 
or any rules that apply to gas marketing made by the Board under 
clause 44 (1) (c) of the Act. 


(4) This section does not apply to contracts entered into before 
this section comes into force. 


Date for cancellation of contract 

8. (1) For the purpose of subsection 88.11 (4) of the Act, the 
cancellation of a contract takes effect on the first day of the first 
month that begins more than 30 days after the notice of cancellation 
is given under subsection 88.11 (2) of the Act. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection 88.11 (7) of the Act, the can- 
cellation of a contract takes effect on the day of the first reading of 
the consumer’s electricity meter that is more than 30 days after the 
notice of cancellation is given under subsection 88.11 (2) of the Act. 


Reading electricity meter

distributor shall read the consumer’s electricity meter not less than 
31 days and not more than 45 days after the notice of cancellation 
was given by the consumer. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the director may authorize the dis- 
tributor to read the consumer’s electricity meter within a period 
specified by the director that ends more than 45 days after the notice 
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of cancellation was given if the director is satisfied that it is not 
reasonably possible for the distributor to read the meter within the 
time period set out in subsection (1).

INTERPRETATION 


Interpretation

“new Salaried Employees Plan” means The Algoma Steel Inc. Pen- 
sion Plan for Salaried Employees registered under the Act as 
number 1079896; 
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“new Wrap Plan” means the Algoma Steel Inc. Wrap Pension Plan 
registered under the Act as number 1079888; 


“original Hourly Employees Plan” means The Non-Contributory 
Pension Plan Covering Hourly Paid Bargaining Unit Employees 
of Algoma Steel Inc. registered under the Act as number 335802; 


“original Salaried Employees Plan” means The Algoma Steel Inc. 
Salaried Employees Pension Plan for Employees in Canada regis- 
tered under the Act as number 335810. 


(2) Expressions in this Regulation have the same meaning as in 
the General Regulation, except where otherwise indicated. 


ORIGINAL PENSION PLANS 


Exemptions re winding up

Payments on winding up 

3. (1) Where an order has been made under subsection 83 (1) of 
the Act in respect of the original Hourly Employees Plan, the 
administrator shall pay to each person who is entitled on wind up to 
payment of benefits guaranteed by the Guarantee Fund or other 
amounts guaranteed by the Guarantee Fund an amount equal to the 
sum of, 


(a) 100 per cent of the benefits and other amounts for the person 
included in the calculation of the Guaranteed Benefit liabil- 
ity; and 


(b) the amount determined under subsection (2) related to all 
other benefits for the person included in the calculation of the 
Ontario wind up liability. 


(2) The amount referred to in clause (1) (b) is determined as 
follows: 


1. Calculate the ratio of the Ontario assets of the plan to its 
modified Ontario wind up liability as of September 17, 2001 
but before any transfer of assets to the new Hourly Employ- 
ees Plan. 


2. Multiply the ratio by the value of 100 per cent of the benefits 
in respect of the person, included in the calculation of the 
modified Ontario wind up liability but not included in the 
calculation of the Guaranteed Benefit liability in respect of 
the person. 


(3) Where an order has been made under subsection 83 (1) of the 
Act in respect of the original Salaried Employees Plan, the adminis- 
trator shall pay to each person who is entitled on wind up to pay- 
ment of benefits guaranteed by the Guarantee Fund or other 
amounts guaranteed by the Guarantee Fund an amount equal to the 
sum of, 


(a) 100 per cent of the benefits and other amounts for the person 
included in the calculation of the Guaranteed Benefit liabil- 
ity; and 


(b) the amount determined under subsection (4) related to all 
other benefits for the person included in the calculation of the 
Ontario wind up liability. 
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(4) The amount referred to in clause (3) (b) is determined as 
follows: 


1. Calculate the ratio of the Ontario assets of the plan to its 
modified Ontario wind up liability as of September 17, 2001 
but before any transfer of assets to the new Salaried Employ- 
ees Plan. 


2. Multiply the ratio by the value of 100 per cent of the benefits 
in respect of the person, included in the calculation of the 
modified Ontario wind up liability but not included in the 
calculation of the Guaranteed Benefit liability in respect of 
the person. ; 


(5) On application by the administrator, the Superintendent may, 
from time to time, allocate from the Guarantee Fund and pay to the 
original Hourly Employees Plan or the original Salaried Employees 
Plan, as the case may be, sufficient money to provide, together with 
the Ontario assets, for the continued payment of benefits determined 
under this section and under section 34 of the General Regulation.

Duties of administrator re winding up

Exclusion from the Guarantee Fund

not guaranteed by the Guarantee Fund.

Special early retirement window benefit deficiency 

12. (1) The special early retirement window benefit deficiency 
of the new Hourly Employees Plan or the new Salaried Employees 
Plan, as the case may be, is the amount of the deficiencies described 
in subsections (2) and (3). 


(2) The special early retirement window benefit deficiency for a 
temporary program offered for a period that falls within an early

“C” is the portion of the solvency liabilities of the plan, as deter- 
mined on the last day on which members may retire under the

13. For the purposes of the definition of “solvency liabilities” in 
subsection | (2) of the General Regulation, the solvency liabilities 
of the new Hourly Employees Plan and the new Salaried Employees 
Plan also exclude liabilities for the special plant closure benefit 
described in section 10. 


Special payments

(b) with respect to the special early retirement window benefit 
deficiency, the special payments required to liquidate the 
deficiency, with interest at the rates used in the report in 
which the deficiency was determined, by equal monthly 
instalments over the period beginning on the later of, 


(i) June 28, 2002, or 


(ii) the valuation date of the report in which the deficiency 
was determined, 


and ending on September 16, 2016. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection 5 (1) of the General Regula- 
tion, the special payments required to be made in respect of the new 
Wrap Plan must also include, with respect to the initial solvency 
deficiency, the special payments required to liquidate the deficiency, 
with interest at the rates described in subsection 5 (2) of the General 
Regulation, by equal monthly instalments over the period beginning 
on June 28, 2002 and ending on September 16, 2016.

REPORTING REQUIREMENTS — 
SULPHUR LEVELS IN GASOLINE 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 


“blend” and “blender” have the same meanings as in the federal 
regulation; 


“blending facility’ means a facility in Ontario at which blending 
occurs, and includes a cargo tanker, a railway car, a boat, a 
marine vessel and any other type of mobile blending facility;

“manufacturer” has the same meaning as in the federal regulation; 
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“primary supplier” means, 
(a) the manufacturer, 


(i) with respect to gasoline manufactured at a refinery 
located in Ontario, 


(ii) with respect to gasoline manufactured at a refinery 
located elsewhere in Canada, if the manufacturer carries 
on business in Ontario and the gasoline may be used or 
sold in Ontario, 


(b) the importer, with respect to gasoline imported into Ontario 
from outside Canada, and 


(c) the blender, with respect to gasoline blended in Ontario; 


“quarter” means a period of three consecutive months that begins on 
January 1, April 1, July 1 or October 1 of any year; 


“refinery” has the same meaning as in the federal regulation; 
“supply” means, 
(a) to manufacture at a refinery located in Ontario, 


(b) to manufacture at a refinery located elsewhere in Canada, if 
the manufacturer carries on business in Ontario and the gaso- 
line manufactured at the refinery may be used or sold in 
Ontario, 


(c) to blend in a blending facility located in Ontario, or 


(d) to import into Ontario from outside Canada gasoline for use 
or sale in Ontario. 


Registration 

2. (1) Every primary supplier who is required to submit federal 
registration information shall submit the information set out in 
Schedule 1 to the Director, 


(a) on or before September 1, 2002, if the federal registration 
information is submitted on or before that date; 


(b) on the same day as the federal registration information is 
submitted, if that day is after September 1, 2002. 


(2) A primary supplier who has submitted the information set out 
in Schedule 1 to the Director shall submit an updated version of that 
information within five days after any change. 


(3) Information submitted under subsection (1) or (2) shall be 
signed by an authorized official of the primary supplier and shall be 
submitted in the form and manner determined by the Director. 


Quarterly reports

(b) the bottom of all outlets, other than skimmers, are not more 
than 75 mm from the floor of the public spa. 


(6) A circulation system in a factory-built public spa may be 
served by a built-in suction or gravity outlet with multiple openings 
that are connected to a full-size manifold. 
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(7) All fittings at or below the water surface that allow water or 
air or both to be passed to or from the public spa shall be securely 
held in place by corrosion resistant fastening that requires a tool for 
removal and is galvanically compatible with the fittings and grilles 
or covers. 


(8) Except as provided in Sentence (9), all suction or gravity 
fittings installed at or below the water line of a public spa shall 


(a) have a maximum opening of 7 mm in one direction, and 


(b) be designed so that the flow of water through the openings

INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 


Definitions 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“cm” means centimetres; 
“day” means a 24-hour period; 


“motor vehicle” has the same meaning as in subsection | (1) of the 
Highway Traffic Act, except that it does not include a motor 
assisted bicycle; 


“non-paved surface” means a surface that is not a paved surface; 
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“paved surface” means a surface with a wearing layer or layers of 
asphalt, concrete or asphalt emulsion; 


“roadway” has the same meaning as in subsection | (1) of the 
Highway Traffic Act; 


“shoulder” means the portion of a highway that provides lateral 
support to the roadway and that may accommodate stopped 
motor vehicles and emergency use; 


“surface” means the top of a roadway or shoulder. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, every highway or part of 
a highway under the jurisdiction of a municipality in Ontario is 
classified in the Table to this section as a Class 1, Class 2, Class 3, 
Class 4, Class 5 or Class 6 highway, based on the speed limit appli- 
cable to it and the average annual daily traffic on it.

“cycle” means a complete sequence of traffic control indications at a 
location;

“power failure” means a reduction in power or a loss in power 
preventing the traffic control signal system from operating as 
intended;

14. (1) The minimum standard is to inspect, test and maintain 
the following traffic control signal system sub-systems every 12 
months:

Group homes 

1. A local municipality does not have the power under section 
150 or 157 of the Act to establish a registry for or to license, regu- 
late or govern the operation of a group home as defined in subsec- 
tion 166 (1) of the Act. 


Residential unit 

2. (1) A local municipality does not have the power under sec- 
tion 150 or 157 of the Act to establish a registry for or to license, 
regulate or govern the rental of a residential unit. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), 
“residential unit” means a unit that, 


(a) consists of a self-contained set of rooms located in a building 
or structure, 


(b) is used as a residential premises, 


(c) contains kitchen and bathroom facilities that are used only by 
the occupants of the unit, 


(d) is used as a single housekeeping unit, which includes a unit 
in which no occupant has exclusive possession of any part of 
the unit, and 


(e) has a means of egress to the outside of the building or struc- 
ture, which may be a means of egress through another resi- 
dential unit. 


Sale or service of liquor 

3. A local municipality does not have the power under Part IV of 
the Act to impose any condition with respect to the sale or service of 
liquor, as defined in the Liquor Licence Act, as a requirement of 
obtaining, continuing to hold or renewing a licence or a registration 
issued by the municipality.

FEES AND CHARGES 


Limitation re: Crown 
1. A municipality or local board does not have the power under 
Part XII of the Act to impose fees or charges, 


(a) on aclass of person that is comprised solely of the Crown; or 


(b) on the Crown for ensuring court security under section 137 
of the Police Services Act or otherwise or for escorting and 
conveying persons in custody. 


Capital costs 

2. (1) A municipality or local board does not have the power 
under Part XII of the Act to impose fees or charges to obtain reve- 
nue to pay capital costs, if as a result of development charges 
by-laws or front-ending agreements under the Development Charges 
Act, 1997 or a predecessor of that Act that was passed or entered 
into before the imposition of the fees or charges, payments have 
been, will be or could be made to the municipality or local board to 
pay those costs. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), 


“capital, costs” has the same meaning as it has in the Development 
Charges Act, 1997; (“dépenses en immobilisations”) 


“payments” do not include amounts the municipality or local board 
has refunded or is required to refund under the Development 
Charges Act, 1997. (“paiements”) 


Planning applications 

3. A municipality or local board does not have the power under 
Part XII of the Act to impose fees or charges for the processing of 
applications made in respect of planning matters under the Planning 
Act. 


Waste 
4. (1) A municipality or local board does not have the power to 
impose fees or charges on a person under Part XII of the Act which 
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relate to the management of waste except on a person who, directly 
or by means of an agent, disposes of the waste, 


(a) through a waste collection service or at a waste management 
facility of the municipality or local board, as the case may be; 
or 


(b) through a waste collection service or at a waste management 
facility of any other municipality or local board to which the 
municipality or local board imposing the fees or charges pays 
costs related to the management of waste. 


(2) In subsection (1), the management of waste includes the 
collection, disposal, reuse and recycling of waste. 


(3) Subsection (1) does not prohibit a municipality from impos- 
ing fees or charges on a person which relate to the clean up or col- 
lection of litter or other waste which has been illegally disposed of 
on any land. 


Elections 

5. (1) A municipality or local board does not have the power to 
impose fees or charges on another municipality or local board under 
Part XII of the Act which relate to the conduct of an election under 
the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to the power of a municipality 
or local board to impose fees or charges on another municipality or 
local board which relate to the conduct of an election under the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996 to obtain the opinion of the electors 
on a question the other municipality or local board requires to be 
submitted under subsection 8 (1) or (2) of the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


Taxes for school purposes 

6. A municipality or local board does not have the power to 
impose fees or charges on the Crown or on a school board under 
Part XII of the Act which relate to the collection of real property 
taxes for school purposes. 


Taxes for upper-tier purposes 

7. A municipality or local board does not have the power to 
impose fees or charges on an upper-tier municipality under Part XII 
of the Act which relate to the collection of real property taxes for the 
purposes of the upper-tier municipality. 


Sewage, water capacity 

8. A municipality or local board does not have the power to 
impose fees or charges under Part XII of the Act on a person which 
relate to the allocation of sewage and water capacity. 


Board of management 

9. (1) A board of management established by a municipality for 
an improvement area under section 204 of the Act is a local board 
for the purpose of Part XII of the Act. 


(2) A board of management described in subsection (1) may only 
impose fees or charges under Part XII of the Act on the following 
classes of persons: 


1. Owners of rateable property in the improvement area for 
which the board of management was established, if the prop- 
erty is a prescribed business property class for the purposes 
of Part XII of the Act. 


2. Tenants of owners described in paragraph 1, if the property 
leased by the tenant from the owner is a prescribed business 
property class for the purposes of sections 204 to 214 of the 
Act in the improvement area for which the board of man- 
agement was established. 


Telecommunications services and activities 
10. (1) A municipality and a local board do not have the power 
under Part XII of the Act to impose a fee or charge on a person who 
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owns or operates a telecommunications business carrying on busi- 
ness in Ontario for services or activities, costs or the use of property 
with respect to wires, cables, poles, conduits, equipment, machinery 
or other works which, 


(a) are or will be located on a municipal highway; and 


(b) are or will be used as part of the telecommunications busi- 
ness. 


(2) Nothing under subsection (1) prevents the imposition of fees 
or charges to recover the reasonable costs of the municipality or 
local board for issuing permits with respect to the works described 
in subsection (1), 


(a) to place the works on a municipal highway; and 


(b) to cut the pavement of or otherwise dig up a municipal high- 
way for the works. 


(3) For the purpose of this Regulation, 


“telecommunications” has the same meaning as in subsection 2 (1) 
of the Telecommunications Act (Canada). 


Electricity and gas services, activities 

11. A municipality and a local board do not have the power 
under Part XII of the Act to impose a fee or charge on a generator, 
transmitter, distributor or retailer, as these terms are defined in sec- 
tion 2 of the Electricity Act, 1998, or on a producer, gas distributor, 
gas transmitter or storage company, as these terms are defined in 
section 3 of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998, for services or 
activities, costs payable or the use of property with respect to wire, 
cables, poles, conduits, pipes, equipment, machinery or other works 
which, 


(a) are or will be located on a municipal highway; and 


(b) are or will be used as part of the business of the generator, 
transmitter distributor, retailer, producer, gas distributor, gas 
transmitter or storage company, as the case may be. 


Conditions re: waste, water 

12. (1) This section applies only to the power of a municipality 
or a local board under Part XII of the Act to impose fees or charges 
for the use of a waste management system, the use of a sewage 
system or the consumption of water. 


(2) The amount of fees or charges for the use of a waste man- 
agement system, for the use of a sewage system or the consumption 
of water shall not exceed the cost of providing the waste manage- 
ment system, the sewage system or the water system, as the case 
may be. 


(3) A by-law, if not repealed earlier, expires on December 31 of 
the year following the year in which the by-law was passed. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), in the case of a by-law which was in 
force on the day this Regulation comes into force, the by-law 
expires on December 31 of the year following the year in which this 
Regulation comes into force. 


(5) Amendments to a by-law under Part XII of the Act do not 
affect the term of the by-law under subsection (3) or (4). 


(6) Before passing a by-law imposing a fee or charge, the 
municipality or local board, as the case may be, shall, 


(a) hold at least one public meeting at which any person who 
attends has an opportunity to make representation with 
respect to the matter; 


(b) ensure that a minimum of 21 days notice of the public 
meeting is given, including giving 21 days notice to every 
person and organization that has, within five years before the 
day of the public meeting, given the clerk of the municipality 
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or secretary of the local board, as the case may be, a written 
request for notice of the passing of the by-law containing a 
return address;

(iv) the rationale for imposing the fee or charge. 


Conditions re: police or fire purposes 

13. (1) This section applies only to the power of a municipality 
or local board under Part XII of the Act to impose fees or charges 
for inspections or the issuance of permits for police or fire purposes. 


(2) The amount of the fees or charges for inspections and the 
issuance of permits for police or fire purposes shall not exceed the 
cost of providing the police inspection and permit system or the fire 
inspection and permit system, as the case may be. 


(3) A by-law, if not repealed earlier, expires on December 31 of 
the third year following the year in which the by-law was passed. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), in the case of a by-law which was in 
force on the day this Regulation comes into force, the by-law 
expires on December 31 of the third year following the year in 
which this Regulation comes into force. 


(5) Amendments to a by-law do not affect the term of the by-law 
under subsection (3) or (4). 


(6) Before passing a by-law imposing a fee or charge, the 
municipality or local board, as the case may be, shall, 


(a) hold at least one public meeting at which any person who 
attends has an opportunity to make representation with 
respect to the matter; 


(b) ensure that a minimum of 21 days notice of the public meet-

(iv) the rationale for imposing the fee or charge. 


Notice 

14. (1) Before passing a by-law under Part XII of the Act to 
impose fees or charges, a municipality or local board shall ensure 
that notice of the intention of the municipality or local board, as the 
case may be, to pass the by-law at the council meeting specified in 
the notice is given to every person and organization that has, within 
five years before the day of the council meeting, given the clerk of 
the municipality or secretary of the local board, as the case may be, 
a written request for notice of the intention to pass the by-law con- 
taining a return address. 


(2) This section does not apply to fees or charges to which sec- 
tion 12 or 13 applies. 


Revocation 
15. Ontario Regulations 26/96, 217/96, 382/96, 352/97, 32/98, 
34/98, 86/98 and 61/01 are revoked.
